Pupils, if not at the stage indicated, must m these 
subjects either (a) begin the book set if the subject is new, or [b\ con- 
tinue the subject in the set book from the point they have reached ; but 
they will be handicapped in the future if they have not covered the full 
course for the Form. 

N.B. 5. — Each pupil should have a copy of all books, etc., marked 
and a set of the Pictures and materials. One copy of the other books is 
sufficient. It is essential to have at least one copy of the latest edition, 
from which the set pages and examination questions are taken. The 
books set for Drawing, Music, Drill and Handicrafts (and any others 
printed in small type) are advisable but optional.
